parks avd beer gardens, where young men, as it 
were, lie in wait for them as their vatural prey. 
How maby young women cen trace their downfall 
to this misplacement of their talents? Good ao- 
mestics ano wives who are good cooks are so rare 
that when one is found she is worth her weight in 
gold, 

We bave schools in which our girls are taught 
cooking, embroidery, music, painting, school 
poeeaine. the languages, but positively not one 
ip which is tevght the art of housekeepiog. Why? 
timply because of the predudice agaiust it. Yet 
a)l girls desire to get married, which 1s very easy 
to do. but it 1s very, very dificultto live happily 
in matriage; and where the wile has no kuowledge 
of the art of housekeeping, domestic economy. or 
is a poor cook, ve her husband as rich as Cross, 
ber lot will be miserable. Such a wonan is to- 
tally incompetent to be a wife; her proper place is 
ip tome gerret *tinging the song of the shirt.” 
While a map admirers womanly beauty, yet in 
married lite he admires much More &@ good square 
meal, cooked by the hauds of his wits or uader 
her immediate directions.

PENNBYLVANIA STATESMAN.

PHILADELPHIA, Ovtobor 23.-—[Special.J— 
There are dozens of books in which one may 
read that Samuel Jackson Randall was born 
in Philadelphia, October 10, 1828, was electod 
to the Pennsylvania senate as a democrat in 
1866, and has represented a Philadelphia dis- 
trict in the house of representatives over since

It is 
the just ambition of every young American to 
visit “the mother country” to which we owe 
s0 much, despite what we have done for our- 
selves, and despite the fact that we never be- 
gan to grow strong and great uatil we broke 
away from her maternal control. There is in 
this desire as entertained by persons of sense 
and culture in the United States nothing of 
that idiotic idolatry of 6verything foreiga 
which makes a certain ‘class otf Americans 


_Fidiculous at home and abroad. ‘Anglo nania”

The thirty-seven miles from 
Guildford to Winchester are conveyed ina day. 
On every side are historical scenes, ducal 
estates, palaces of princes, homes of poets, snug 
cottages and lovely meadows. Winchester is 
in many respects the most interestiag city in 
England. From Cerdic down it was the favorite 
capital of the Saxon monarchs and the center 
of Saxon atistocracy. The couquering Norman 
preferred London and the ancient glory of 
Wincester departed, but not without leaving 
many interesting memorials, 

After looking at the tombs of King Canute, 
King Rofus, King Edmund and some lesser ex- 
tinct lights of nobility, the guide aske languid- 
ly if the visitors would like to see the grave of 
Ivsak Walton. They paid more reverent 
homage to the gentle old philosopher than to 
the departed kings, The author exclaims 
wih enthusiasm: 

“Izaak Walton! Did I forget that the 
prince of anglers and the king of good fellows 
was buried in. Winchest r charch’ If I had 
neglected to do homage at thic tomb I should 
never have forgiven myself,” 

The old Winchester cathedral is visited at 
sundown and well described. 

“Qur visit at that hour was well worth pay:

ting sunlenta dim, religious light to the 
interior, which reudered it far more solema 
than it could possibly be underthe glare of 
day. The great clustered columns of Parbeck 
marble were in deep shadow on one side, waile 
ov the other their polished surfaces and tho 
beautiful triforiam above them were flooded 
with the meliow beams from the lancet win- 
dows of the celestory.”

CHANG AND ENG. 


THE SIAMESB TYVINS AND THBIR 
HISTORY. 


How They Came to This Gountry—Their North 
Carolina Home and Their Wives—Chang 4r- 
noyé Bis Brother by Getting Drank- 

The Sad Death of the Twins, Etc. 


From the Philadelphia News. 

Chang and Eng Bunker were born near 
Bangkok, Siam, in 1811, their father being 4 
Chinaman and their mother a native of Siam. 
Their mother bore seventecn children, never 
giving birth to lessthan two. The twins wore 
united at the fronts of their chesisby 4 pro- 
longation ofa kind of fieshy band the size of 
the hand. This band of flesh was about two 
inches broad and four inches thick. Tuais lig- 
ament was tough and capable of being consid- 
erable extended.

ndon as tothe possibility of the ligament 
being cut, so that in caseof the death of one 
the other might be saved. At the requost of 
a London surgeon they visited that city, and 
many experiments were tried to determine 
the safety of such an operation. Among othor 
things a ligature was tied firmly fora few 
minutes around the connecting band, so as to 
prevent the circulation cf blood through the 
arterics. But it seemed as if each would ex- 
pire if this were persisted in. The smaller of 
the two fainted away and lost all conscious: 
ness, and similar symptoms demonstrated 
themselves in the other, but the processcould 
not be continued longer without endangering 
the life of him who was the first to faint. 

The twins first visited the United States in 
1829. After traveling through this country 
and Europe, they, in 1813, bought a planta- 
tion at a small town called Trap-Hole, in 
Wilkes county, North Carolina, about forty 
miles from where they died. Here, in the 
same year, they married two sisters named 
Yates, who were native North Carolinians, 
and, although uneducated womea, wore, ney- 
ertheless, possessed of very good intellects. 
The wives were both very strong and healthy 
women, Afterward they took up their abode 
in Mount Airy, North Carolina, and subse- 
quently purchased a second plantation about 
two wiles from the first and erected a dwell- 
ing upon it, to which Eng removed his family, 
Chang’s family remaining at the old homestead. 
It was their custom, and the plan was nevor 
departed from, of spending three 
days at each  honso. Cold weath- 
¢r or warm, rain or shine, nothing 
whatover was permitted to interfere with this 
airangement, Upon one occasiona child of 
the brether at whose house they were stop- 
ping died upon the last day of their visit to 
the dwelling, but the following day boing the 
appointed time for their change of base the 
two brothers left the scene of death and stuck 
to their usual programme, In fact, their rigid 
adherence to this rule was eventually, as I 
will shortly show you, the causo of their 


They raised large families of robust child: 
ren in North Carolina, Chang having three 
boys znd seven girls, and Eng seven boys and 
five girle. The wives lived apart from the 
time ‘that Mrs. Eng Bunker bore a 
sixth child, when Mrs. Chang Bunker was 
mother of but five. Notwithstanding these 
peculiar conditions they raised _ re- 
spectable families, were members 
of the Bap‘ist church and were held in 
high esteem by their neighbors. They were 
expert in the handling of tools, in plowing, 
shingling, shooting, driving, rowing and simi- 
lar occupations. When Stoneman’s cavalry 
command came through Surry county, North 
Carolina, and called for recruits, a draft was 
made, Into the fateful wheel went the names 
of Changand Excg. But one name, that of 
Eng, was drawn. The gailant commander 
was nonplussed. Eng must go, but Chang 
would not, Stoneman darei not take both, 
So he resigned his claim to Eng. 

On Monday evening, January 12, 1871 —the 
twins then being in their sixty-third year— 
Chang, who had, despite his brother’s protests, 
hecome addicted to immoderate drinking, was 
seized, while in his own house, with an attack 
of bronchitis. On Wednesday the attack had 
somewhat subsided. Thursday evoning was 
the eprointed time for a removal to Eag’s 
dwelling. The day wascold and Chang was 
complaining, but their programme was still 
adhered to. The road leading from the two 
houses was very rough and frozen. Early in 
the evening they started upon their. jour- 
ney in an open wagon, or carryall, andina 
short time arrived at Eng’s residence! Chang 
becamechilled by the exposure, and con- 
plained of being very cold, while his brother 
was in ery good health and grumbled 
tecause he had tosit by the fire. They re- 
tired that night, and in answer toan inquiry 
from the sick man’s wife on Friday, he stated 
that he was much better, On Friday evening 
they retired toa small room by themselves 

and went to bed, but Chang was very restless, 
| Some time between midnight and daybreak 
they got up and sat by the fire. Again Eag

6 W288 slcepy. ang stoutiy rofused and 
replied that it hurt his breast to recline, 
After awhile they retired to their bed, and 


that his uncle was dead, Eng was awakened 
by the noies, and in the greatest alarm turned 
and looked at the lifeless form beside him. He 
exclaimed, “Then, I 4m going!” and was at 
once seized with violent nervous paroxysama, 
No physicians were at hand, and, it being three 
miles tothe town of Monnt Airy, some time 
necetsarily elapsed before one could be sam- 
moned, A messenger was dispatched to the 
village for Dr. Hollinesworth, and he seut hig 
brother, also a physician, at once to the plan:

_After the announcement of Chang’s death 
kng made no further mention of him except 
to request that the dead body be moved closer 
tohim, Soon he complained of a choking 
sensation and asked to be raisedin bed, He 
cortipued rational. Hig last words were: 
“May God have mercy on my soul.” He 
vradoally became fainter, fell into a state of 
syncope and before the arrival of the physician

Gove Crary on Religion —Bis Strange Freaks in Con 
finement—Eiforte to Bsoape- The Stery of aid 
Crimes—The Prisoner's Religious Oracle 
A Most Terrible Scene—Bte. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 23 —[Special,}— 
In the prison of slope No. 2 of the Pratt mines is 
to be secna tall, healthy: looking white man, 
of about fifty eight years, whose long white 
hair and deep cavernous eyes and hard features 
attracts the attention of the visitor, His bunk 
is covered with books and stationery, and in 
the corner near it is a stand on which is a 
large Bible well worn by constant use, The 
map, when approached, beckons you to 
him, and stoppivg suddenly, places his hand 
across his forehead, and as if seeming to grasp 
athought, says: “God hag ordered you to 
come unto me and ye have come.” 

He holds out his bony hand and tenderly 
grasps yours and says: “Comesinnor to me

Ho reaches for his Bible, selects a chapter 
and reads inclear and distinct articulation 
the words of God, and closing his book sud- 
denly, begins to deliver a lecture on what ho 
has read, and tells you what good he had done 

ou. Hetells you he hag read the Bible no 

ess than eighteen times from cover to cover, 
can repeat it by heart, and that he is inspired 
by its teachings to do good to his fellow man. 

But who is this cha’ acter? 

You raise your eyes and on a card enclosed 
in a glass frame before the bunk is printed on 
a white card, 

JOHN WESLEY DUBOSF, LIFE, | 

He is one of the most remarkable criminals 
in southern prisons, whose life has been a 
career of crime followed bya trail of blood 
almost from his infancy; who is now serving a 
life sentence for murder. Tho during deeds 
and thrilling escapes from justice by this 
strange man would fil! a volume, 

Nine years ago he murdered a citizen named 
Aldrich,in Shelby connty, and fled to the 
woods, where he lived in the swamps. where 
he evaded the officess of the law until he be- 
came bold to recklessness. His camp was in 
a dense post-oak thicket, flat, andin places 
almost impenctrable, and man could hide 
himself in it for years and no one could find 
him, 
and onan island surrounded by water on 
nearly all sides, erected hiuisslf and wifea 
but ofeuch trees and drift-wood ashe could 
secure. The game intheswamp was plenti- 
ful, and he lived on it several days. Ho suff- 
ered much from exposure and cold, and his 

bair griw almost gray. But for his splendid 
physique, he could never have undergone 
what le did, 

The couple couldstand the hardships no 
longer, and left for Montevallo. He appeared 
asa common farmor, but was detected in spite 
of his assumed innocerce. It was whispered 
around that he was intown,and the quiet 
village was thrilled with excitement. Brave 
citizens armed the nselves with determination 
to capture him. He was trading in the store 
of Mr. Clay Reynolds, and wasin the rear 
reom when Mr, Edward Vest walked in with 
a shotgun and ordered his surrender. He 
laughed and dashed through a window, as 
Vest fired wide of the mark. 

- A THRILLING SCENE, 

When DuBose escaped he dashed out of the 
back yard of the store closely followed by his 
wife, whoscreamed asshe ran. Half a dozen 
men with pistols and gunsled by Messrs. E. Vest 
and John Garner ran him through an_old field 
firing as they went. Both Dubose and his 
wife felland the crowd drew up to find ‘ita 
rnee. He was placed in jail but 
aided by his faithful wife made his 
escape, He was recaptured and escaped no 
less than five times from the jail, which was 
regarded secure. He was removed to the 
Chilton-jail, from which he escaped twice, and 
was se yee by the people as a man inspired 
by God. The country was in a state of terror 
and did not know what course to purane. He 
was finally captured by an armed band, was 
tricd by a jury composed of good citizens, and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life. He was 
cent to the Pratt mines to work out 
his sentence. _In January, 1884, he 
made adaringand successful escape from the 
Pratt mines. A party was organized and started 
to capture the noted dosperado, consisting of 
the officers of the Pratt mines prison, the 
sheriff of Clinton and the famous FE O. Crans- 
well with his pack of bicodhounds. The 
paity went to the fcrmer home of DuBoso, 
twenty-eight miles from Clinton, on the Coosa 
river, where his wife lived and had assisted in 
his escape. .The house was found deserted, 
but evidences indicated that they had been 
there. The bloodhounds were made to 
circle around the premizes and if was dis- 
covered the pair had escaped five hours before. 
DuBose and his wife were run by the dogs 
until night, when they were called in. The 
next morning his tra'] was followed to 
Clanton and struck sixteen hours old which 
was followed three miles when their fierce 
brey told the fagitives had been found. He 
and his wife were asleep on a bed of pine 
straw, and were awakened by the bark of the 
DuBese left his wife and ran one hun- 
dred yards and got behind a tree and began to 
fire as the dogs gathered around him. He 
killed one of the hounds, and as _ the othera of 
the pack cong the sight of blood they be- 
came frenzied and made a dash for him, when 
Cranswell rode up and by a signal called them 
off. DuBose swore he would nover be taken 
alive, and fired at the men, who fired back, 
and inthe exchange of shots his arm was 
breken. 

DU BOSR’S DEFIANCE, 

When the prisoner was handcuffed he turned 
to the crowd with curled lips and a sneer, and 
eaid: 

“Well, boys, you have got me this time; but 
I’) mske a break again.” 

He next escaved from the mines in May, 
1884, when he did not go, for he discovered the 
dogs were after him by their yells, made a 
circle of two miles and returned to the prison, 
and as he gave himself up to the guard, said: 

“There is no use trying to get away from 
those bioodhounds. I have come back home,” 

DuBose was taken witha peculiar mania 
for Bible study, and beseeched the prison 
mansgementto allow himto havea Bibie in 
his bunk, which was allowed him, with paper, 
pen and ink. He wrote pootry and prose from 
the Bible, and would fill page afcer page of 
foolscap paper with his writings. He would 
meng to the convicts, and has fora long time 

een the Bible oracle of the place. He preaches 
and teaches, and imsgines himself the son of 
God. He conceived the idea in February, 


1885, that he must fast forty days and 3 : 
rom 


and refused to eat, but was prevented 
doing so by the prison authorities. He deter- 
mined to do to or meke his escape, which 
caused him to be more carefully watched b 
the guards, He waited his opportunity, an 
one csy at 3 o'clock in the afternoon passed the 
mining boss in the slope with a crowd of con- 


victs who were behind in their tagk and ask- | 


ed him if he had any objection to his unload - 
ing an extra car, Permission was granted him, 
and at supper he turned up missing when the. 
count was made. It was thought he was try- 


ing to cecape throngh the mine to the old en- 


try, and several miners were detailed to look 


for him, wh ch search proved fruitless and was 


given up.. The next day the entire mine was 
searched with experienced ‘miners. with )an- 
terns and lights without 
him, and a reward of ten dollars 
was offered fer his body, dead or alive, as he 
was believed to be inthe mine somewhere. For 
several daystwo men watched every inch of 
room they could walk over and were about to 
give up when one of them spied a lig it in the 
farthestend of an abandoned gestion and 
went towards it when sucdealy it was blown 
out.

The genera) called at the 
house for dinner, and seeing such alarge crowd 
assembled iuquired the canse of the family 
reunion. One of the women roplied by say- 
Ing:

to die at 11 o’clock,and it now lacks nigh onto 
an hour of thetime. He called us all over here 
to see him go off. He’s over 60 years old and 
’twont surprise any on usif what he says don’t 
come true. He’s lived in these parts over fifty

CHOLERA IN JAPAN. 


s taensennenindntniliedimaaiameindibammete 
Seventy Thousand Deaths in a Few Months 
—A Dreadful Scourge, 

Tokro, Japan, October 3.—[Special Oorras- 
p: ndence.)—The cholera has been playing sad 
h-voc in Japan, There have been over 
100,. 00 cases and 70,000 deaths. Toe old 
thecry that cholera would not attack foreiga- 
ers, has proven a false one. At first, non: of 
the foreign residents were attacked, but 
within the last month, just as the disease is 
gradually dying out among the nativor, there 
bas been quite a number of cases right here ia 
Trukiji, where the members of my family are 
staying. We have had the disease all aroani 
us. Weare residing at No. 15, and there hire 
been several cases at Nos, 13 and 14. One 
child died in two hours after being seized with 
the disease. The Japanese servants ali over 
this concession, have had the disease, ania 
man could never tell when he woke up in the 
morning whether or nothe would find a po- 
licen an 

CARRYING A DEAD SERVANT 
out to the waitihg cart and disinfecting the 
premises. I bada barber who came every 
o her morning toshave me, for which I paid 
bim one Mexican doliara month. He doesn’t 
come any more, The cholera carried him off. 
His brother was second cook of the American 
jegstion, After visiting his brother, one day, 
he went Into the city and never came back. 
He had been seized with ‘cholera in the street 
and Was Carried to the hospital, where ne died 
two hours after. A servant dropped in at the 
bouse of one of our neighbors, and died while 
talking with other servants. Toe master of 
the house never dreamed of the death until he 
saw the police carrying the body outof the 
house. Our life here fortwo or three weeks 
has been one of terror and anxiety, for we neve 
er knew when we would fall victims to the 
plague. At first it did not concern us individ- 
ually more than 
REFRAINING FROM FRUITS, 
vegetables, and fish. Wedrank only water, 
which had been boiled two hours. The theory 
was that with precautions foreigners were 
excmpt. We wentouton the sireets every 
day, and would see hundreds of patients being 
carried to the hospitals on litters, but we felt 
no special alarm. We would see patients car- 
ried by our gate every day, too, and even 
when Japanese died right next door we never 
flinched. But when one or two foreigners 
died with the disease right close tous, then 
tbat became a different matter and we began 
to be fnghtened. We thought of going into 
the country, but about the time we got ready 
to go every fore'gn physician had retaraed to 
Tokio, and there was nota placein Japan at 
that time where we could have any medical 
attention outside of Tokio, except, of course, 
—" physicians, whom we preferred not to 
tisk. 
WE ARE STILL HERE. 

Nearly all of those whuv went into the coun- 
try for the summer retarned only to be seized 
wish the dreacfui disease. Only about twelve 
or fourteen foreigners here and in Yokohama 
have died so far, but several are now very 
sick. I was three time threatened with the 
diseago, but every time I got a physician in 
ten minutes and was relieved, Iam satisfied 
most cases will yield when the physician ar- 
rivesintime. ‘The treatment is to put the pa- 
tient under the influence of an. opiate at once, 
and this is usually done by hypadermic injec- 
tions. Only last Saturday,I was taken down 
and the physician gave me three hypadermic 
injections during the day. Itis fearful to be 
£0 badly frightened, as we have been, .but we 
hope for better things now that the weather 
is growing cooler. In fact, we foreigners do 
not expect any further danger from tne awfal 
disease which has 
many thousands of natives.

The negroes were committed to 
jail without bail and the trial 
bas occupied three days in the city court. 
The state bas been represented by Solicitor 
Hawkinr, Brown and Callahan; the defense 
wat represented by Messrs. Pearson and Senn, 
Brantly was put On the stand and said he 
was on his way to asceriain how near the 
locality in which Mr, Kirkland was robbed, 
and as be passed along he heard a report and 
went in the directionof itandcame to town 
and reported what he had seen and heard, 
Fiem Sbay’s tale on the stand was very differ- 
ent. He said he, Brantlyanda negro by the 
name of Marshall, who is now in the county 
jail, left the city together for the purpose of 
r.bbivg Mr. Kirkland, Shay wasto jump in 
front of the horse and Brantly and Marshall 
were to knock the occupants of the buggy 
out. According to 8 ay’s evidence, he was not 
olfered an opportunity to get in his part of 
the work, as the men were struck befure the 
horse got to where he was hiding. He says 
they saw the father fall from 
the bu;gy ardclinch Anthony and saw the 
eon break off turvngh the woods, followed by 
the re;roes.

A Georgia Negro Murdered in Westminster, 
south Carolina. 

WESTMINSTER, &.C , Octobh: r 23.—[Special. ]— 
The facts connected with a brutal tragedy, 
which was enacted here onthe night of the 
20th instant, has just been brought to light. 
It seems that on the evening of that date, two 
negroes, Wiley Teasley and Neut Webb, both 
of Hartwell, Ga,, arrived here on their way 
home from Walhalla, where they had been to 
procureaload of whisky. Being supplied with 
about thirty gallons, they were in fine spirits, 
and soon found friends here willing to enjoy 
it with them. The result wasageneral druak 
among the negroes of the neighborhood, and 
the middle of the night found them all carous- 
ing and rowing at the house of one Sam Me- 
Dow, where acandy pulling was going on. 
Finally Neut Webb concluded it was time he 
and his partner were renewing their journey 
towards home, but on looking for his friend he 
was not tobefound. Search being instituted 
the other negro, Wiley Teasley, was found 
lying on the railroad track near by, in an un: 
conscious condition with a great gash in the 
back of his head, which looked as if it had 
been cut with anax. Webb gathered up his 
friend, put him in the wagon and resumed his 
journey for home. On reaching Fair Play, the 
wounded negro could proceed no farther, aud 
was accordingly left there for medical treat- 
ment. He grew worse rapidly, and died on 
Friday. 

When the news of his death 
reached this place, a number of suspected ne- 
groes were arrested, but all have been re- 
lessed, except Sam McDow, who is believed 
to be the murderer. 

The murder is the simple result of a 
drunken row.

IN THE STATIONHOUSE. 


He ie Arrested for Assault with Intent to Murder 
and While Gonfined in Bis Cell ends a Bali 
Crushing Through His Brain~ He Leaves 
@ Letter to His Sisters, Bto., Pte. 


George McKinney, a prisoner in the city 
prison, blew his brains out with a new Smith 
& Weeson pisto), this morning about half past 
twoo’clock, — 

McKinney was in prison awaiting departure 
for Tennessee, where he was wanted for an as- 
sault with intent to murder. He was arrested 
yesterdoy morning by Stationhouse Keeper 
Buebanan, and would have been en route to 
Tennessee this morning had he not shot him- 
eelf, When McKinney was arrestsd 
and conducted to the city prison, he 
was closely and carefully searched and evory- 
thing wastakenawayfromhim. Stationhoug; 
Keeper Buchanan left the city prison last 
night at half past twelve and 
when Stationhonuse Keeper Ryan came on 
duty he made his usual rounds, and found 
everything all right. McKinney was sitting 
in one chair with his feet in another. Mr, 
Ryan returned to thooffice and began writing. 
Officer Thompson went to the stables about 
half pasttwoto put up the horses, having 
just brought in a prisoner. Just at this time 
the.x,eport of a pistol rang out. Mr. Ryan 
wheeled around upon his stool and lookiag 
towards the cells, remarked to himself: 

“Wonder who fired that torpedo.” 

He hurried towarda cell in which Gabe 
Valentino and John Hopkins, two white mea, 
were confined, and asked: 

“Which one of you fired that torpedo?”’ 

“Neither one,” answered Valentino 
@»me ove in the aliey fired at us,’ 

Mr, Rj an stepped to the next cell,and looking 
in saw the p:itoner in thecell lying flat upon 
the ficor, a large pool of blood about bis head. 
In the chair in which he had 
been sitting when Mr. Ryan saw him last was 
a bright pistol. Mr, Ryan hurried out to call 
Officer Thompson, who had heard the shot, 
and thinking someone had shot Mr. Ryan, 
wasrushing ,towards the prison. Quickly 
Mr. Ryan told him what he had seen and 
heard and together the two officers opened 
the cell and wextin. They found the man 
alive butbreathing in a stuttering labored 
mapner. A large hole in the right side of the 
head over the ear through which the brain 
was oozing showed wherelthe ball had entered. 
In a chair with the pistol wasa note. I had 
jast been written ona telegraph blank and 
showed that he meant no” foolishness, The 


letter read: 

Dear Sisters -When you read these sad lines 
my poor weary spirit will have flown from this 
prison- house of clay ana from these cruel walls of 
stone and iron—from the wer of merciless, 
pene Fe te men, to the paradise of an all-mer- 
ciful God. My life has not, for some years, been 
worth living, and now itis intolerable. I have 
no hope for future pleasure on earth, and there is 
certainly no worse hell elsewhere. Do not weep, 
but count me at rest—sweet rest from the distract- 
ing sorrows of this life. Mayour merciful father 
send the holy comforts to your poor hearts. The 
lawsof man have no further claim upon mv 
worthless wey Take it and do as you like. Good 
bye, and God bless you. Your loving brother,

The Workingman Who Don't Work. 

About the worst fellow in the world is 
the workingman who does not work. The 
“‘professional’’ workingman who hangs 
about the street corners and whispers, con- 
spires and agitates. : 

Usually he is a tramp, without property or 
local interest, ready to skip out when the 
picking grows scant. He thrives by disor- 
der ard fattens when the real workingmen 
are starving. Hisopportunity is a strike or 
a riot, and he busily sows the seed of discon- 
tent. When elections come along ‘e ‘‘sells’’ 
the votes of the workingmen who would 
kick him out of the town if they suspected 
it, and, pocketing the money of his pur- 
chaser, of course, fails to deliver the vote. 
He is despised equally by the man who buys 
him and by the men whose votes he pretends 
to sell. These fellows never last long. As 
soon as they are found out they are kicked 
out. Then they pack their carpetbags and 
try the next town. 

The real workingman has the sympathy 
and respect of all good people. Theman who 
stands in the light of his forge—who earns 
in the sweat of his brow his sweet and hon- 
est bread—whose strong arms shove the 
plane or wield the hammer—this mau is the 
sinew of the land and its strength. He can 
find no safer advizer than his own clear brain 
that by the side of his bench or in his shop 
patiently works out its problems—and no 
safer influence than the wife and children 
that cluster about his hearthstone, Itisa 
sad day for him when he yields to the soft- 
handed idler that plots only to fuddle his 
brain and give his wife and children over to 
want and starvation. The workingman 
who does not work is a bad egg, and the 
workingman who does work will do well to 
fight shy of him. 


Atlanta and the New School. 

We regret to see the Athens Banner arga- 
ing against the constitutionality of the act 
establishing the technological school. The 
Banner says it will give the school its sup- 
port, but that the school is clearly outside 
the law, and that its establishment elsewhere 
than at Athens is a fatal mistake. 

The Banner is wrong! The legislature 
never intended the school to goto Athens. 
The senate voted down Senator Carlton’s 

substitute which practically forced it to Ath- 
ens, and then by a vote of 27 to 13, passed 
the bill which left the question of location 
open. The bill is constitutional. It isso 
pronounced by the authorities, and it will 
stand. The school will be built, it will be 
supported and it will be a success. 

The Banner goes on tosay: ‘‘The techno- 
logical trustees have chosen their field and 
must make their fight for Atlanta. That 
they have alienated a large part of university 
support, we have no doubt.’’ We respect- 
fully submit this is hardly fair, coming from 
Athens, toa city which sends more students 
tothe university than any five cities in the 
state, and that has more than fifty of her 
sons and daughters at the university or insti- 
tute. As far as ‘‘alienating a large part of 
the university support’’ is concerned, we re- 
mind our contemporary in all sincerity and 
candor that the university needs friends and 
support quite as much ’as the technological 
school does. The university has had no 
warmer or more earnest supporters than 
the men who are friends of 
the technological school, and the city of At- 
Janta iteelf. In season and ont of season 
this city and these friends have stood by the 
university. It will be unfortunate in more 
quarters than one if the ‘‘alienation’’ the 
Banner speaks of should really exist and 
should make itself manifest. The school 
and the university can help each other. The 
friends of both can stand together and ac- 
complish a great deal for higher education in 
Georgia. The man who forces them into an- 
tegonism is very unwise or worse, Chancel- 
lor Mell, of the university, has none of this 
spirit. He favored the university trom high- 
er motives, but now gives the school his best 
wishes. Commissioner Hodgson has no such 
feeling. His fight for Athens was made with 
strength and dignity and honored him in the 
eyes of his colleagues. Whyshonldany one 
else keep up the excitement when the fight 
18 over? 

The Banner, after reading Commissioner 
Harris a lesson, in which he is eloquently 
referred to in the past tense as a man who 
had been wise, says: ‘‘We havesaid this 
more in sorrow than in anger.’’ This is 
amazing. We pass over the burning of Mr. 
Heard in ¢fligy, for we take it for granted 
the Banner does not indorse, though it has 
not condemned, that absurd feat. But why 
should it write this way of Mr. Harris, or of 
any other commissioner? The commissioners 

were under oath, and did what they thought 
best. It is clear now that neither Athens or 
Macon would ever have been chosen. Mr. 
Heard was positive that Athens ought not to 
have the school and he would never have 
voted to putit there. The one time he voted 
for Athens Mr. Harris had already voted for 
Macon, and it was a mere compliment. We 
have the best reason for saying that Mr. 
Harris did not favor Athens and would not 
bave voted to put itthere. At the most 
Athens would never have had but two votes. 
Mr. Hodgeon would never bave voted for 
Macon. Mr. Porter and Mr. Inman were 
firm for Atlanta. Macon could never have 
secured but two votes. When Mr. Porter, 
who bad no local choice, selected Atlanta, 
the final choice of this city was inevitable. 
No commissioner is to blame, There is no 
blame about it. Atlanta made the best bid, 
offered the best ad vantages and got theschool. 
As Mr. Harris said, the moment Atlanta’s 
liberal bid was announced that moment it 
was clear that she would get the school. 

The Banner is mistaken in saying that few 

| people outeide of Atianta believe the com 
mission hes acted wisely. The vast majority 

of the people preferred Atlanta as the home 

Of the school, and this fact will sbundantly 


to abuse Atlanta, bot whenever the people 

-get a chance to speak they invariably stand 
up to their capital city. Before: the fight 
Atlenta is always whipped, as in this case, 
but when the decision of the people is ren- 
dered, Atlanta comes out rightaide up. The 
technological school will be a success, we 
earnestly hope, with the support of our 
friends in Athens; but if not, then it will be 
asuccessinspiteof them. We earnestly de- 
sire peace and co-operation. If we cannot 
get these, we will try and beready for what- 
ever comes along. 


New York's Next Mayor. 


If there is anything in present indications, 
Henry George will have all his trouble for 


a philosopher; but the excitement of the 
campaign has caused him to flame out asa 
blatant demagogue. 
the working classes regard Mr. George’s can- 
didacy as a menace to Jaw and order, and 
view with disfavor his theories of social re- 
forms. 

The standard bearer of the republicans, 
Theodore Roosevelt, is a typical nice young 
man. He isso aggressively nice that Roscoe 
Conkling once alluded to him as ‘‘that denti- 
ficial young man with more teeth than brain.’’ 
Just such mots have killed very clever men, 


good humored banter. His friends feel that 
he is a lamb being led to the slaughter. 

Mr. Hewitt, then is the coming man. It 
is believed that his majority will be over- 
whelming. Good men of all parties are 
working for him in the hope that his election 
will squelch socialism and rebuke the hollow 
pretensions of the republicans, When it 
comes to friendship for the workingman Mr.

That he will triumph 
over the boodlers and cranks who oppose him 
isa foregone conclusion, as matters now 
stand. 
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“Science” and Common Sensc. 


The Boston Herald is inclined to criticize 
Dr. Talmage for making ‘‘attacks’’ on mod- 
ern science so called, and on the positions of 
Mr. Herbert Spencer, Dr. Huxley and others. 
Our contemporary thinks that, in order to 
criticize the works and theories of a scien- 
tifie man, it is necessary that the critic 
should havesomething more than a barely 
superficial knowledge of scientific thought. 
It is to be feared, however, that this dictum 
of the Herald would lead it into deep water. 
In the first place, the Herald would find it 
difficult to define what it means by ‘‘scien- 
tific thought.’’ There have been very stab- 
born fights over a much smaller matter than 
this, and our Boston contemporary would be 
astonished to find that a definition satisfac- 
tory to one scientific man, would be prompt- 
ly rejected and repudiated by another. 

The Herald is also mistaken in supposing 
that Spencer and Huxley are not propagan- 
dists. They not only seek to impress the 
public with their views, but they are not 
averse to engaging in controversies the per- 
sonal bitterness of which is but thinly 
veiled. A great deal is said about science 
now-a-days, and a great many limping thiugs 
strive to hide |'themselves benind so-called 
‘‘scientific thought.”’ 

The truth is that much of the thought 
that passes as ecientific,is anything else. 
Ex-Judge Stallo, in his admirable work, 
“The Concepts of Modern Philosophy’’—a 
work that cannot be too often consulted by 
those who desire to inform themselves in re- 
gard to the conclusions of the scientific 
thinkers—shows that the scientific men of 
the day are not only at-war with each other, 
but with themselves; and if this is the case, 
even Dr. Talmage may be permitted to deal 
with them as his common sense may dictate. 

Mr, Spencer seeks to prove that the God 
of the Bible isa myth. This is his theory, 
and itis a theory that is not helped by his 
voluminous arguments. Mr. Huxley is at 
home when dissecting a crawfish, but when 
he seeks to prove that matter is its own 
motor, so to speak, his argument cannot be 
classed among the ‘‘scientific thought’’ of 
the day, unless this term is to cover the 
loose fragments and frayed ends of impossi- 
ble, impracticable and unprovable theories. 
One grain of common sense is worth a ton of 
“scientific thought.”’ 


Silly Speculations. 

The failure of Mrs. Cleveland to accom- 
pany the president to Richmond has started 
a lot of foolish gossip. 

The change of programme is attributed by 
some to the disinclination of the president 
and his wife to mect socially and on a public 
occasion the daughter of Jefferson Davis, who 
is a guest of Governor Lee. 

Of course this is too absurd for anything. 
The president has never been accused ot a 
lack of backbone. He has friends among 
ex-confederates, and has taken them into his 
cabinet. As he did not visit Richmond on a 
political mission or on an occasion that was 
connected with politics, it never entered 
his head that meeting the daughter of Mr. 
Davis could be construed into a political 
offense. 

But the story is too ridiculous for serious 
consideration. 


Literary Reforms, 

In the current issue of Harper’s Magazine, 
Mr. George Parsons Lathrop has an article 
on ‘‘The Literary Movement in New York.”’ 
This article is not only pleasantly and judi- 
ciously written, but is embellished with 
numerous portraits of writers who are well 
known to the public. Mr. Lathrop’s article 
and its illustrations tend to put the public 
on a more intimate footing with the metro- 
politan literary men than it has heretofore 
been, and for that reason it may be said to 
possees more than ordinary interest; bat we 
search through it in vain for any justifica- 
lion of its title. New York, as the center of 
the publishing trade, has drawn to itself a 
number of poets, novelists and other literary 
men, and these have formed an author’s 
club; but, so far as we can see, there is no 
sign of any literary movement beyond the 
general facts of residence and employ ment. 
Nor is there any signoi it in Mr. Lathrop’s 
article, and we may be snrethatif there 
wasany special literary movement in his 
vicinity, it would not escape the eye of so 
keen an observer, 

There are at present but two literary 
movements in this country worth considering. 
One appears to be confined to the south. It

in the south have been very successfal. 

The other literary movement, which seems 
to be almost as important, appears to be in 
the nature of a protest against the Miss Nan- 
cyitm which prevails in a certain school ot 
American novelists. The protest, curiously 
enough, takes the shape of a demand on the 
part of the public for Russian literature. In 
response to this demand, a perfect stream of 
Russian novels and stories is pouring from 
the press, and hardly a week passes that 
new translations are not announced. This 
Russian literature is coarse and crude, bat it 
is simple, sincere and sympathetic. It deals 
with life not from the side of so-called cul- 
ture, but from the side of human nature it- 
self. In the very nature of things, there is, 
for an American reader, more real iaterest 
in a half-clad Russian peasant, with an un- 
pronounceable name, but with human pas- 
sions raging in his breast, than there is in a 
Yankee elevator boy who is not only a sneak 
by habit, but whose nature is hopelessly 
and helplessly commonplace. 

The southern literary movement, we are 
sure, will lead to large and satisfactory re- 
sults, and it is to be hoped that the protest 
against Miss Nancyism, is American litera- 
ture, will be pushed steadily in the direction 
of reform. 


Bessemer and His Bonanza. 

What is Bessemer steel? 

Our newspapers are full of it, and people 
have a vague idea that its manufacture will 
doas much as any other one thing to enrich 
the south. 

Yet very few of our readers know any- 
think about Bessemer, and fewer still know 
how his wonderful steel is made, and how 
the process by which it is manufactured was 
discovered. | 

Sir Henry Bessemer is an English inventor 
of French descent. His greatest success 
came to him late in life. He was experi- 
menting with metals with a view to securing 
a stropger material tor guns. Knowing 
nothing of metallurgy he visited various 
iron works, seeking for ductile malleable 
cast steel. He set up his crucibles and 
worked indusfriously, but at first withont re- 
sult. One day while on a sick bed his great 
idea came tohim. Why-not try the effect 
of a cold air blast through the bottom of the 
vessel filled with the molten mass? He shook 
oft bis illness, pulled himself together, and 
proceeded to carry out hisidea. A suitable 
vessel with pipes was constructed, with an 
engine for blowing a strong blast of air 
through the bottom of the crucible. The 
dissolved metal was poured in, and the air 
blast was turned on, Such a fiery fary 
and infernal glory as had never been seen 
instantly blazed out of the pot. Gradually 
the dazzling corruscations subsided, The 
glowing mass had received a new spirit from 
the air, and when it quietly sank to rest it 
was transformed into steel. 

This discovery reduced the price of steel 
one-half. Bessemer at once took his place 
among the greatest menfof the age, and 
wealth rolled in upon him from every quar- 
ter. The name of this man will soon be a 
household word in the iron fields of the 
south, and the utilization of his simple 
magic will make our iron and steel kings the 
richest.in the world. —

The Maine Liquor Law, 

H. J. R., Oxford, Miss.: Please give me a 
synopsis of the prohibition law in Maine. 

The first prohibitory law was passed by the leg- 
islature of Maine in 1846, but after five years’ time 
ic wes found defective, and was revised and 
amended at the segsion of 1851. In this form it 
became known as the “Maine law.’’ The central 
idea of this statute is to break up tbe traffic in 
alcoholic liquors as beverages, and the public or 
private sale of everything coming within this 
category is prohibited except as specially pro- 
vided for. Provision is made for the sale of alco- 
holand alcoholic liquors by municipal officers ap- 
pointed for this special purpose, and paid fixed 
salaries for conducting the business under specific 
limitations, No liquors can-be sold except for 
medicinal purposes and upon prescriptions prop- 
erly given, and each sale is entered upon a public 
record. Provision is also made for searching the 
premises where the illicit traflic is suspected to be 
carried on, and the seizure of all Hquors there 
found. Cider is excepted from the provisions of 
the Maine law. 
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When Shall He Be Inaugurated? 

The date of Gereral Gordon’s inauguration may 
become a very important detail. 

It bas been stated by the gentlemen in charge 
of the military ceremonies that it will take place 
on the Friday following the meeting of the legis- 
laiure. Itis a question if this will not be illegal. 
The legislature meets on Wednesday, and it is held 
that the code requires that the inauguration shall 
take place during the same week. We quote from 
the cede: 

Eection 49 of the code saves: The ceremony of 
inauguration shell take place during the Grst 
week of the session of the general assembly next 
after the election; and on such day of that week 
#8 the general assembly, by joint resolution, ap- 
points. On failure of appointment, it takes place 
at 120’cleck meridian, on Saturday of thet week, 
ubless prevented by providential causes.”’ 

Of course those who name the Tuesday follow- 
ing for inauguration day, hold that “within the 
week’’ means within seven days after the legisla 
ture meets. Goveraor Stephens and Gov- 
ernor McDaniel held differently and were 
inaugurated within the week of the meet- 
ing of the legislature. Governor Col- 
quitt took the same view his first term, but 
the last time was inaugurated on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing. This was held to be unimpctrtant as he 
was already governor and wassimply to be rein- 
augrated. Appropos of this the supreme court of 
the United States in the 4th Peters report, page 
361,° defilnes a week to be ‘‘a definite period of 
time, commencing on Sunday and ending on 
Saturday,"’ 

Attorney-General Anderson has been. consulted 
in the matter and gives his opinion that the in- 
auguration On the Tuesday after the Wednesday 
that the Legislature meets is perfectly constitu- 
tional, being within the first week’s session of the 
legislature. This seems to set tle the question.

Phe Sad Result of tnying Scalped Railroad 


Tickets. 
From the Vicksburg Commercial-Herald, 

A week ago four stranded theatrical poople, 
Messrs, Ben Gilfoil and Irvin Bush and the Shep- 
ard sisters, ofthe People's theater, bought scalped 
railroad tickets to New Orleans from the local 
ecalper Julias Ruhman, Bach ofthe four save! 
about two dollars by the purchase of the scatped 
tickets and though the passages were not guarau- 
teed, it Was supposed by the purchasers that the 
tickets were good for the trip, The tourists left on 
the L., N.O. & T.,0n which road their tickets 
were supposed to be good. When a comfortable 
distance from Vieksburg, its travelers were noti- 
fied by the conductor that the tickets were good 
for nothing and would not be accepted, 

They were given the alternative of paying their 
fare or leaving thetrain. The fares were paid and 
the dircomfitted travelers retained -the tickets, 
and this week sent them back to Ruhman with the 
facts in the ease and demanded compensation for 
the trouble they had been put to, One of the 
tickets, a limited one, was worthless at the time, 
for it had expired, and the remainder has evidence 
of the scalping process, and the conductor was act- 
ing under orders from the road officers when he re- 
fused to accept it. The scalper is not liable for 
damages, though he refunded the price of the 
tickets, andthe injured travelers have no ground 
for action against the railroad company, as the 
contract made when the tickets were sold by 
their agent had been broken. The case is the 
hrst reported as the resultof a meeting of the 
southern railroad manag. rs and passenger agents, 
held in: New York recently. where a committee 
on pafsaneger rates reported that it had decided 
to Continue the sale of round trip tickets, but that 
a special contract ticket should be adopted, which 
would put a stop tothe sale of tickets by scalpers. 
The contract wes signed by al! thoze present: 
Persons buyivg tickets from scalpers in the future 
should exercise due caution, if they wish to avoid 
annoyance and humiliation.

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How Benner’s Prophecies Abont the Flacta- 
ation of Prices Turned Out. 


New YorRK, October 23 —[Special.]—The 
bull movement, now under way in Wall street, 
discredits some of the theories of prices to which 
operators tormerly pinned their faith. Samusa’ 
Benner, the Ohio farmer, whose book, forecasting 
prices, publisbed in 1875, attracted wite spread 
ettention, because he really predicted the rixe and 
fall of ironand stocksup to 1581, has naturaily 
been quite an authority among certain operators, 
Last spring, however, he published two commu- 
nications, in which he put forth certain forecasts 
which have not been verified by the course of the 
market this fall. He was correct in anticipating a 
large crop of cereals, especially wheat and unusu- 
silly low prices for them. Buthe also gave it as 
bis juodgment;that there would be little demand for 
iron, and that securities would all sell of al) kinds 
off. In these foreshado «ings, he butirepeated what 
had already been published in his Prophecies,” 
wherein he laid down what he calls his “lair of 
periodicity.”” In this generatization, panicsare 
ave in periods of time varying from eighteen to 
twenty-one years. These financial catastrophes 
are preceded by awildinfiation. According to 
Benner's data, the year of highest prices will not 
come until 1858, and a panicia due in 1499. But 
'86 oni ‘87 ehould, if thistheory was correct, be 
distinguished by depressed trade, and low prices 
for stocks and iron

Securities will first go up,then mer- 
cbhandise will be in demand and finally land aad 
labor will partake of the general enhancemeat 
on values, 

{: The other influence will be the better times in 
the world aclarge. All accounts agree that the 
(rade outlook in Europe is better than it has been 
_for years. This has been attrituted to the pro: 
pect that silver may be unhabitable as a money 
metal, This will advance prices, more espacta'ly 
in thore articles which enter into international 
ccmmerce. The most sagacious people in the 
‘treet believe that a change has takea place in 
che trade of the world, and then grain and cotton, 
fued and ciothing of all kinds will bein de naad 
aud at advancing prices.

I am 
called on every hour in the day by some man 
who whispers to me and begs for liquor. He 
insists that J] have it and that I can sell hima 
little of itif I will, The druggists are having 
a lively fight.” 

Of course no drug store can keep liquor for 
sale under any circumstances. They are not 

permitted to fill doctors prescriptions. They 
do keep alcoho], however, which they are per- 
mitted under the law to sell for mechanical, 
manufacturing, medicinal or art purposes. ‘The 
topers have found this outand are making a 
dead rush for alcohol, A prominent reiail 
druggist said: 

“You would be amused tosee the tricks 
they teke to getit. A man will come in the 
store with plumbers tools in hand, and holding 
up his spirit lamp will ask to have it filled 
wity alcoho]. In afew minutes another man 
comes in with thesame lamp. A boy fourteen 
years oldcame into my store today with a toy 
engine. He took out the litile boiler and had 
me fill it with ten cents worth ofaleohol. In 
a half hour he came back and wanted it filled 
again. I inquired into it and found that he 
was drinking it himself, and of course sold 
him nomore, Another man came in so drank 
he could hardly stand, and wanted some alco- 
hol ‘to make varnish with.’ Alcohol is the 
only thing that will dissolve shellac, and he 
said he wanted to make some shellac varnish. 
Another man proposed to buy some alcohol to 
mix with camphor to put on 

HIs BOY’s SORE FOOT. 

I proposed to mix the camphor for him but 
he said: ‘Just give me thealcohol straight, 
and I will mix it.’ All day long they come in 
with one excuse and another. We, ofcourse, 
try not tosellit, but when they make a de- 
mand under the law we are obliged to let them 
have it.” 

“Is not alcohol ve 
“T should say so, 
48 per cent alcoholin it. Brandy 56 per cent, 
wines from 12 to 18 per cent, whilethe alcohol 
we sell has 98 per cent. Besides this, the al- 
cohol has the fusile oil which liquors have 
not, and it lacks the bouquet, or ether, which 
lessens the evil effect of whisky. The alco: 

hol drinker is a gone coon.” 

“Do you have many physicians’: prestrip~ 
tions sent in for liquor?” 

“We refused four ;to-day. Most of the 
hysicians realize that they cannot get a 
iquor prescription filled, as the law specially 

probibits it,fbut still many of them’ will try 
it. Dr. Talliaferro cameto me yesterday for 
a bottle of champaigne for a very sick patient 
He could not find it in town. 
have a bottle that I happened to have at my 
bome, and he told'me today that it saved the 
patient’s life,” 

Still another druggist said: 

“We cannot help selling alcohol when a 
man calls for it, and says he wants it for 
medicinal], mechanical or art purposes. We 
bave no right to disbelieve what he says. 
There is no way for us to prove whether it is 
true or false, and when he calls for aleohol 
aud we ask him if itis for one of these pur- 
pores, we have done all we can do, I hope 
the demand for alcohol will lessen, It wiil 
kill the men who drink it. They get it here. 
take it out, dilute itwith artesian water and 
down it goes to burn the bottoms of their 
stomachs.” 

At the drugstores there was no sign of a 
rush for alcohol, but during a half honr’s 
watch at one drugstore a reporter saw three 
or four applications which may have been for 
honest purposes, but which appeared to bo 
otherwise.

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DEATH OF R. W. ALSTON 


Mr. Robert W. Alston Meets His, Death in the Of- 
flee of the Sixth Auditor of the Treasury— 
Particulars of the Sad Oocourrence—The 
Remaina to be Brought to Atlanta. 


About noon yesterday, Mr. B. H. Hill, Jr., 
received a telegram from Mr. E. I. Ren'ck, 
formerly of Atlanta, and now law clerk in the 
‘ flice of the firs: comptroller of the treasury 
department, announing that Mr. Robert W. Al- 
ston had fatally shot himself. 

This gloomy intelligence rapidly +pread 
though the city and everywhere was heird 
with pain and regret. The first account giv ox 
the particulars of the sad event came in the 
following special dispatch to THe OoNsTILvU- 
TION: 

WASHINGTON, October 23.—[Special.|—There was 
a scene in the recording division of the sixth 
anditor’s office this morning, which sent ashudder 
of horror through the Georgia colony here. Rob- 
ert W. Alston, of Atlanta, who wasaclerk there, 
shot and killed himself, Shortiy before ten 
o'clock, Alston walked to a fellow clerk named 
Rickey, and taking that gentleman by the hand, 
said : 

‘Good morning, my dear friend.” 

He then went to his place. Rickey, Major 
Evans and one of the other clerks happened to 
look up a few moments afterward. They saw 
Alston standing before them The young man 
quickly but carefully removed his hat. and brush- 
ing the hair m his right 
put the muzzie o/ the revolver to 
and fired before any one could prevent him, 
fell instantly, and did not speak afterwards. His 
three fellow clerks Messrs. Rickey, Evans and 
Williams, rushed to him at once, but it was too 
late. The heavy load had crushed through the 
temple, passed through the interior lobe of the 
brain and out on the leftside. The pistol was 
placed so near his head that the hair was singed 
and the skull badly shattered. The bullet, after 
passing through his head, struck the wall and 
knocked outa piece of plastering. Dr. Dudley 
Morgan Was quickly summoned, and adwminis- 
tered hypodermic injections, which kept Alston 
alive for about forty minutes, though he was not 
restored to consciousness. He died a little after 
l0o'cleck. The tragedy,of course, created great 
excitement in the office and the clerksia the 
barement were excused for the remainder of the 
day. The coroner made an examination and 
gave a certificate of death in accordance with the 
abovefacts. The remains were turned overijto Un- 
dertaker Lee to prepare for burial, 
Alston wrute a letter to his aunt this 
morning, and only a few minutes before he com- 
mitted suicide He handed the letter over to Major 
Evans, one of the clerks in the office, saying he 
would entrust him to forward it to Mr, F. H Rich- 
ardsop, of THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION. The let- 
ter, be said, was an open one, and he asked Major 
Evans to read it, which he afterwards did. The 
letfer addressed to Mr. Richardson did not explain 
the cause of his act, but spoke in affectionate 
terms of his aunt and younger sister, whom he 
atks Mr. Richardson to look afier and see that she 
attends school. Italso states he has receiveia 
letter from his aunt, Mrs. Brown, of Decatur, and 
he would die with it in his pocket. 

A MEETING OF HIS WASHINGTON FRIENDS 

W-SHINGTON, Oct 23:—[Special].]—Shortly after 8 
o'clock tonight about fifty of the friends of the late 
R. W. Alston assembled at the Metropolitan hotel. 
TLey were called together by Mr. E. J. Renick, 
and that gentleman was chosen chairman. After 
resolutions had been passed, eulogistic of the de- 
ceased, the following gentlemen were selected as 
pall-bearers to 
railroed station tomorrow: Eugene Speer,-M . 
McWhorter, J.G. Zeachry, W. J. Neal. w. G. Grif 
fin, Albert Drane, W. E. Stevens and Lackland Me” 
Intosh. The remains wili leave upon the train 
departing fromWaskington at 11:15 a.m.Sunday and 
will arrive ii Atlanta Monday at about the same 
hour, Mir. Renick and Miss Minnie Alston and 
S€¥tral male friends of the deceased will accom- 
pany the remains to Atlanta. 

THE DEC&ASED. 

Few young men were more generally known 
in Georgia, and especiallyin Atlanta,than. was 
Robert West Alston. He was the oldest son 
of the late Colonel Robert A, Alston, and was 
just twenty-eight yeara old. 

“‘Bob” Alston, as his friends called him, 
was unusually gifted by nature. His bright, 
ready wit, and his sunny, loveable disposition 
won the hearts of those who knew him. 
He took a part al course at the Virginia mili- 
tary institute when about nineteen years of 
age, and there became a member of the Alpha 
Tau Omega fraternity. From that institution 
he went to the University of Georgia, where 
be remained a year. At both these instita- 
tions he was one of the most popular of the 
students, and the friends he made in those 
happy days will be grieved to learn of his 
death, 

Soon after his father’s death Mr. Alston 
went to Washington, and there filled, for two 
years, a position in the office of the sergeant- 
at-arms of the senate. Sabsequentiy he was 
employed in the railway mail service bet ween 
Atianta and Charlotte. Soon after the inau- 
guration of President Cleveland he obtained 
@ position in the treasury department at Wash- 
ington, which he held to the timeof his 
death. A few weeks ago he entered the 
Georgotown law school with the intention to 
devote his spare time from the department in 
studies in that institution with aview to the 
acoption of the law as his profession, 

All his recent letters to relatives and friends 
in Atlanta have been unusually bright and 
cheerful, and bave alluded to the hopes he 
cherished for the fature. The affectionate 
heart which thus opened iteelf to those 
it loved is stilled forever. A more 
loyal friend never lived; a more generous 
hesrt wever throbbed. Whatever faults 
be may have bad were those of a noble na- 
ture and they were eclipsed by the virtnes 
which made him loved by s0 many friends. 
For his sadend thereis sincere sorrow in

» TACKLING THE TIGERS. 


GOOD STORIBS OF THE PRSSENT 
Day, : 


4 Startling Adventure of Man-Hating Tigsrs—A 


Hunt With British Officers in India~A Re- 
man able Shot of Lieutenant Farrington _§ 
~A Perilous Position—Bte., Ete. 


From the New York Sun, 


“I have hunted wild animals in almost every 
country where they oxist,” said Captain Kin- 
cardin, “and of course I have had my sharo of 
perilous adventures, To bea successfal sports: 
man, in the highest sense of the term, requires 
perfect health and powers of endurance to 
start with. A man who can’t tramp for ten or 
twelve hours on a stretch, fording streams, 
climbing hills, dodging jungles and wading 
swamps, is no good in the game countfies. The 
noxt things required are nerve and coolness, 
although the two generally go together. No 
sportsman of reputation will feel flattered 
when you praise his nerve. It is something 
which comes natural to him. When you have 
only ono shot left, and a rhinoceros is bearing 
down upon yon, or a mad tiger is lashing his 
tail for a spring, or a lion is giving you warn: 
ing that he considers you his meat, you don’t 
want to make a mistake. In the few seconds 
left you, you want to do just the right thing. 
if you are the least rattled your friends might 
aS Well write your obituary notice. 

“I went ont from Bengalore in the fall of 
170 with a party of British officers to hunt ti- 
gers..-We, of eourse, intended to knock over 
anything else in the shape ef game, but tigers 
were the main object, e¢ took the railroad 
for about a hundred miles up the country, 
and then secured carts and drivers and beaters 
at a village, and drove twenty miles to a 

ange of wooded bills, which were greatly cut 
up with gnllics and traversod by several small 
creeks. The nearest yillago was ina fertile 
valley three miles from our camp. The inhabit- 
ants were preparing to leave it ag we reached 
the neighborhood. Two man-eating tigers 
had made their appearance in the hills and 
created the greatest consternation, Their first 
victim: bad been seized from a family circle 
sithing around a firejust at dusk. He was a boy 
about fifteen years old, and the beast 
had seized him by the hip and trotted off with 
She was in no 
hurry, going at @ slow trot, and her mate coy: 
ered her retreat and menaced the father as he 
shouted and flung firebrands. ‘The boy’s cries 
were heard for along time, and next morning 
many places were found along the trai] where 
he had clutched the grats with hi3 hands and 
pulled it up by the roots, He had been car- 
ried less than halfa mile, and all that was 
found of his remains were two or three of the 
larger bones and some bloody fragments of 
clothing. The villagers organized a grand 
hunt to either kill the tigers or drive them 
away,but the result was thefkilling of one man 
and the woundiog of two’ others, the beasts 
seeming rather to seek a conflict than avoid 
one by running. 

“The hunt was abandoned and the villagers 
lived in a state of terror for the next week. 
The appearance of a single man-eating tigor in 
the vicinity of a native village creates more 
terror than fire or flood or epidemic. After a 
tiger has eaten three or four human besings he 
seems to loose all his fear of man, aniitis a 
fact that he will eat no other meat unless re- 
duced to fierce hunger. When the natives 
would no longer go forth to give this pair of 
tigers opportunities to seize them the beasts 
invaded the village. The huts were frail 
structurer, with doors and windows guarded 
by blankets, and the tigers had entered three 
different places by night and carried off vic- 
tims. A woman whose husband had been seiz - 
ed related the circumstances with great detail. 
A light had been kept burning to keep 
the beasts away, but as the family of five were 
asleep on the floor at midnightone of the great 
cats Sprang in at the window, which was un- 
defended, This opening, as 1 saw myself, was 
only about two feet square. The beast spraug 
over a child to seize the husband and father, 
gripping the man by the right shoulder. 
There was a heavy blanket at the door, and 
the tiger had not noticed that opening. Of 
conse, all the sleepers were at once aroused, 
and all set up a great yelling and screaming, 
So far from the tiger being in the least put out 
by the confusion, he took his own time and 
paid no attention to any one but his victim. 
He pinned the man down flat on his back fora 
moment, growling in a low tone. 

“ Strike him with my sword)’ called the man 
to his wife, but she, poor nine. was too fright- 
ened to use the wespon, although if was at 
hand and sharp enough to have inflicted in- 
jury. With his free armthe man caught up a 
billet ot wood and belabored the tiger, but the 
beast took a firm hold, lifted the man up and 
sprang for the opening. It was fully sevon 
feet from the floor, and both fell back with a 
crash, The tiger tried it again, but with the 
game result. He then changed his hold to the 
man’s throat, made a third spring, and after 
some hard work managed to get out with his 
victim, though it seemed absolutely impossi- 
ble for him to accomplish it. 

“This occurred on the night before our ar- 
rival, and we found the window casing cov- 
ered with blood and showing the marks of 
claws. -Further than that, the spoor left by 
the beast as it dragged the body away was 
plain to be followei, and we ran over it about 
half amile to find the spot where the victim 
had been eaten. We had camped, as I told 
ycu, in the hills about three miles from the 
vilage. The facts I have given were picked 
up in the village by an officer and myself, we 
having galloped over to bny milk and fowls. 
Wo were more likely to find the tigers there 
than in the hills, and a native was dispatched 
toinform our party that we would remain 
in the village over hight. As 
the place was surrounded by groves and bits 
of jungle. it was hard to say from which di- 
rection the tigers mado their nightly ap- 
proach, For this reason my comrade, who is 
Licutenant Farrington, of the Sixty-eighth 
native infantry, thoughtit best that we should 
post ourselves at opposite ends of the village. 
There was enough of the afternoon left in 
which to erect platforms in two convenient 
trees, and as the sun went down and night fell 
upon us every native retired indoors, and we 
began our watch. We had been told that the 
man eators sent out no warning of their ap- 
proach by roaring, as is ofcen the case, but 
that they came with great stealth. aud no one 
was aware of their presence until too late to 
€S: ape. 

“There were a few cowardly cur dogs in the 
village, but none of these had been molested 
by the tigers. One of them took a greaf liking, 
to me, and when I mouated to the platform to 
bepin my watch he lay down at the foot of the 
tree. I scolded at him, and flung three or four 
broken branches at his head, but he refused to 
go away. It was a balmy ovening, with plenty 
of stars but no moon, One conld have seen a 
man moving many rods away, if he kept inthe 
open, but it was very dark under the trees, 
acd the grass in the openings was two 
feet high, was closo to the hut 
from which the man had n 
dragged, but had not kept my watch long be- 
fore I realized that it was a great chance if I 
canght the slightest glimpse of the expoated 
visitors. There were so many dark spots bo- 
low me an4 the foliage so obstructed my vision 
that I had e good mind to descend and sock 
aoe ene — = maeera, ; ~~ on, 
end by an the village grew quict and my 
vigil becuase lonely one indeed. Tha vil- 
lagers were in a happy frame of-mind, beliov-

perch. One ofthotigers were rolling over 
and over on the ground, and uttering sounds 
of rage, while the other had disappeared. I 
gave the wounded beast a shot through the 
head, and when we came to exawine the body 
we found it to be that of the tigress, My first 
ballet had broken her right shoulder, and. it 
was a wondor she did not go off on three legs. 

“The lieutenant came running up to com: 
pliment me on my luck, and inten minates 
eévery man, woman and child in the vi'lage 
was in the circle aronnd thedead beast.

Farrington steod with his left 
foot ahead and his right braced, and as the 
tiger touched the ground for hia last spring 
the rifle spoke again and the beast rolled over 
with a ball through his brain. Then, while 
we all kept our places like so many blocks of 
stone, he dropped his rifle, seized the snake 
just below the head with his right hand, and 
came walking toward us. The serpent writhed 
and twisted about in ite rage, and as it un- 
coiled itself from the man’s leg he flang it 
thirty feetawsy.

As a marksman, he has not his 
equal in Georgia, and it is dou»tfal if the world 
can furpish his superior. Clyatt was bora in 
Fort Valiey,Ga., and early developed a taste 
for field sports which led bim to seek his fill 
of a hunter’s life in the distant west, A com- 
pany engaged in hunting buffalorobes secured 
his services as a gunner, and for months the 
subject of this¥hort sketch indulged the wild 
aud exciting camp life of a buffalo hunter, each 
day killing fifty animals, his quota of the daily 
“kill,” This nomadic life, leading the hun 
ters over the vast extent of prairie in parsuit 
of buffalo, occasionally brought them.in con- 
tact with wandering, predatory bands of In- 
Gians. More than one sharp encounter relieved 
them of the monotony of camp life, and gave 
aspice of danger to what would otherwise 
bave proved an uneventful daily routine. 

Attached to the same camp were men en- 
gsced in securing the skias of wild dogs and 
poiecats. The carcases of the buffalo slaia 
during the day, and from which the hides had 
been stripped, were poisoned, and the wild 
dogs and po'ecats, attracted by fresh meat, 
would greedily devour them only to meet their 
death. Nightafter night was this repeated, 
and hundreds of thousands of skins were thas 
obtained for use in the manufacture of fac 

oods. Mr, Ciyatt says that of more than a 

undred thousand polecats thus destroyed, 
he never saw any two skins marked alike; 
they were all noticeably different, some being 
half white and haif black. 

Tiring of the hardships of this half savage 
life, after the pleasures of the sport. had palled 
upon his taste, Clyatt abandoned the camp and 
drifted back to the quieter bat more attractive 
scenes of his boyhood home. After marrying, 
he settled among the hills that nestled around 
the unobtrusive village of Powersville, eigh- 
teen miles below the gem city of Georgia, Ma- 
con. Though actively eng.iged in the enagross- 
ing cares of farm life, he found time in which 
to indulge his passion for hunting, and with 
dog and gun he cought pleasant diversion from 
the drudgery of farm labors. His success ia 

uail shooting was considered phenomenal by 
the occasional hunters of his region, ani his 
reputation as a shot rapidly spread beyond ths 
barrow limits of the community. 

While at the Centeonial Exposition a party 
of Macon gentlemen arranged wit Dr. Carver, 
the famous rifle and shot gan champion, for a 
shooting tournament with (lyatt up om his first 
visit to Georgia. In 1884 Carver visited the 
State Fairat Macon, and having been com 
pelled to leave bis man whoassisted him in his 
exhibitions in Alabama, he wrote to Clyatt to 
meot him there. Clyatt responded ia person 
the om) after, and Carver, to test the skill and 
dexterity with which he handled a gun, carried 
a barre] of balls upon a field and sprang them 
from a revolving trap. The trial must haye 
been satisfactory, as Clyatt broke every ball, 
and was eugaged by Carver to assist him ina 
series of exhibitions, 

After the fair bad closed, the field contest 
with birds was arranged to take place a few 
weeks later at Thomasville. 

The original agreement contemplated the 
use of a rifle by Carver, but he was given his 
choice and the champion, knowing the skill of 
his opponent, chose the shot-gun.
